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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 4 recites the limitation "the walls" in 9. It is not clear which walls "the 
walls" refers. 

In claim 9 it is not clear how this limitations further limit the previously claimed subject. 
The packaging is recited as "for" cosmetic and/or pharmaceutical composition. In so far as the 
Examiner is able to determine, this is a matter of intended use with the additional limitations of 
claim 9 having no effect whatsoever on the patented subject matter. . 

Claim 10 recites "Japanese foam type" which is indefinite. Also, it is not known if 
Japanese foam is a trade name or not. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 1 1 - 1 4 are allowed. 

4. Claims 4-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 



Election/Restrictions 

5. Because of the allowance of claim 1 1 all previously withdrawn dependent claims may be 
rejoined and made dependent from the allowed claims, the restriction requirement drawn to 
the elected species is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction

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continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim 
that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory 
and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.
